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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that a diffusion preventing area is not taught by the prior art. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees because JP('835) discloses a connector with a terminal and a contact end. The mid-section of the connector is formed as an 
insulator in that flux and soldering cannot wet the section. Thus a diffusion preventing area is taught in the form of an insulator that cannot 
be wetted. Applicant argues that Moriuchi et al. does not teach a diffusion preventing area formed by the irradiation of laser beams. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees because Moriuchi et al. discloses an electronic part, that is, a contact. The nickel oxide portion (4) 
prevents the solder from wicking, that is, diffusion prevention area due to the low wettability. Applicant argues that JP(489) does not teach 
diffusion prevention area. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking the references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In summary, the amendments will not be 
entered and the rejection of the claims under the prior art is sustained as set forth in the final office action . 
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
